Washington, July 14-—~After secret 
consideration of charges made by del- 
egate Wickersham, of Alaska, that At- 
torney General Wickersham deliberate- 
ly permitted the statute of limitations 
to run against agents of the Alaska 
syndicate who defrauded the govern- 
ment through perjury to the extent of 
$50,000 the house committee on judi- 
clary has determined to report favora- 
ble a resolution of inquiry offered by 
Delegate Wickersham. 

The resolution would call upon the 
attorney general to furnish the house 
with all documents, affidavits and tes- 
timony in his possession relating to an 
affidavit submitted to him more than 
a year ago and sworn to by H. J. Doug- 
las, former auditor of the Alaska syn- 
1908. 

Suicide of Jarvis. 

Delegate Wickersham startled 
committee when he produced a copy of 
an affidavit relating to an alleged 
criminal act committed by Captain D. 
H. Jarvis, of the Alaska syndicate, and 
formerly prominent in the government 
revenue cutter service, who eommit- 
ted suicide in Seattle on June 22, the 
day following the introduction of the 
Wickersham resolution, calling for pro- 
duction of the papers in the case, and 
by H. Bullock, of the Sesner 
Coal Company, of New York. Through

TLYNCHED NECRO 
ESCAPES DEATH 


‘Mleged Rapist Partially Recovers 
lo Be Threatened Again

‘Sheriff, Who Finds Randolph 


County Black Still Alive, Says 
He Will Protect Negro--Wom- 
an Victim Fetched to Identify 
Him. 


Moultrie, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)— 
Morris Daniels, a negro charged with 
having committed a rape upon an aged 
la@y in Randolph county last week, 
was taken in charge by a band of five 
Mitchell county men last night and 
left for dead by the side of the road 
near Hartsfield, in this county. 

The five men went to a mill yester- 
day at noon and placed Daniels under 
arrest, but were not certain as to his 
identity. They finally coneluded he 
was not the man they were looking 
for and released him and he returned 
to his work last night. at 11 o'clock. 

These same men later returned to the 
mill quarters, took him in charge and 
left ostensibly for Sale City. It is 
now claimed that after going along 
the roaq a short distance and after 
Daniels had confessed to the commis- 
sion of the crime, he made an effort 


to escape, saying -he* would die before 
he would go back to Randolph county. 


| The negro was shot in the back with a 


loaded with buckshot, eight 
of the Wullets entering between the 
shoulders and hips. After the shoot- 
ing they left him for dead, 

‘Found Alive by Sheriff. 

The sheriff and coroner, notified this 
morning to go out and hold an inquest, 
arrived there and found the victim 
crawling along the road. The negro 
brought to Moultrie by Sheriff 
Boyd, who now has him in custody. 
Daniels is still alive, though physi- 
cians say he cannot live. . 

He is conscious and made a state- 
ment to Sheriff Boyd and others that 
the mob came to his shanty in the 
night, waked him up and told him they 
had decided he was the right party 
and to dress ang go with them. Before 
leaving the shanty, so the negro claims, 
he was brutally treated by the crowd. 
He claims he never confessed to being 
the guilty party and never attempted 
to escape, but was shot without provo- 
cation. 

Parties left in an automobile to 
bring the woman who was assaulted 
in Randolph county to Moultrie to see 
if she can identify himrin the event he 
is living when they arrive. In the 
event she does identify him as the 
guilty party there is likelihood that 
an effort will be made to lynch him. 

Sheriff Will Protect Negro. 

Sheriff Boyd will swear in sufficient 
deputies to protect his prisoner and 
says no harm shall come to Daniels as 
long as ‘he retains possession of shim 
and there will be no Iynching at Moul- 
trie tonight with Morris Daniels as the 
victim.

FATALLY HURT 


Erie, Pa., July 14.—Bud Mars, wel)- 
known American aviator, probably was 
fatally injured in this city shortly aft- 
er 5 o’clock this afternoon when he lost 
control of his machine during a flight 
and fell from a height of several hun- 
dred feet.

1 KEEP OFFICE 


Hoke Smith Only Man Now Qual- 
fied to Represent State as 
Senator, Says Terrell, 


TERM ENDED, AE RESIGKS 
SOAS TO REMOVE ALL DOUBT 


Smith Has Credentials, There- 


fore Terrell Refuses to As- 
sume His Duties or Respon- 
sibilities---Smith Sends Letter 
Refusing to Accept His Res- 


ignation. 


In a strong but dignified letter to 
Governor Hoke Smith, Senator Joseph 
M. Terrell yesterday stated that his 
term of office as United States senator 
had endeg when the legislature took 
the credentials from him and turned 
them over to the present governor, and 


he refused to put himself in the atti- 
i'tude of assuming the duties or re- 
sponsibilities which the legislature has 
placed upon his successor. 

Friday night Governor Hoke Smith 
made reply by letter to Senator 
Terrell, declining to accept the resizna- 
tion, and requesting that it be with- 
drawn. He said that he recognized 
the importance to Georgia of having 
two representatives of the state in 
the upper house when it came to vote 
on the important matters now before 
that body, and since it was impossi- 
ble for him to qualify at pesent, Sen- 
ator Terrell should retain his place. 

Senator Terrell contends that he was 


appointed by Governor Brown only 
“until the next meeting of the general 
assembly of this state,” and since the 
geeral assembly has convened and 
taken the senatorial credentials away 
from him and given them ~ other, it 
would be undignified... unworthy 
or his part wether’ to ontinue to wear 
the honor which is no longer his own. 
Authority Behind Vote. 

Senator Terrell points to the fact 
that important measures are soon to 
be voted upon in congress, and that 
Georgia should be represented by two 
senators, backed by the fullest confi- 
dence the state can give. Since that 
confidence has been given to Governor 
Smith, the conclusion is that his vote 
is the only one that can be said to 
have official authority back of it. 

Though he considers his term ended, 
to make assurance doubly sure and to 
remove all doubt on the subject, Sena- ° 
tor Terrell tenders his resignation to 
Governor Smith. 

It may be, as has been rumored, that 
Governor Smith, will refuse to accept 
Senator Terrell’s resignation; but be 
that as it may, it can be accepted as 
settled that Senator Terrell, standing 
upon the clearly defined attitude he 
has taken in his letter, will decline to 
return to Washington as United States 
senator.

States, article 1, section 3, para- 
graph provides that “the execu- 
tive thereof (the state) may make 
temporary appointments until the 
next meeting of the legislature,” 
which shall then fill such va- 
cancies.” My commission as United 
States senator from Georgia ap- 
pointed me “until the next meeting 
of the assembly of this 
state.” 

So far as I am informed, this 
question has not been authorita- 
tively determined by the United 
States senate, although by suffer- 
ance or physical precedent a sena- 
tor so commissioned might retain 
his position for a Hmited time at 
the pleasure of his successor. 

The legislature of Georgia has 
elected my successor and chosen 
him to represent the sovereignty of 
the state in the United States sen- 
ate thus filling such vacancy. 
There are pending before that body 
at this time measures of the great- 
est importance to the people, votes 
upon which will be demanded in 
the immediate § future. Georgia 
should be represented by two sena~- 
tors, supported by all of the power 
that the fullest confidence of the 
state can give. That expression of 
confidence having been given you 
by the general assembly, you are 
the only man whose vote on any 
matter now pending in the senate 
can be said to have the official 
authority of the state back of it. 

By the action of the general as- 
sembly you have been offered the 
commission to represent the state 
in my place. I cannot, therefore, 
in justice to myself nor to the 
state, whose credentials have been 
placed in your hands, undertake to 
assume a responsibility nor to 
wear an honor that belongs to you 
and which you specifically have 
been asked to take, instead of me. 
Any other course on my part would 
be undignified and unworthy. 

I believe that my term of office 
as United States senator has ex- 
pired under my commission, but in 
order to remove all possible doubt 
that may arise in the minds of 
anyone, I respectfully resign the 
af United States senator 
Georgia, to take effect this

TAK STAYS “PUT” 


Motion tr Reconsider Lost by 
D6 to 101 Vote 


Representative Nix, of Gwin- 
nett, Holds That There Had 
Been Insufficient Debate, but 
His Effort Is Defeated by 
Nearly Two to One. 


There is no question about the 
house of representatives of the present 
legislature believing in good roads. The 
members made this clear, with some 
emphasis, Friday when the LeSeur bill, 
providing for the increase of the road 
tax maximum from 2 to 4 mills, was 
adopted, virtually, a second time. A 
motion to reconsider, made by Repre- 
sentative Nix, of Gwinnett, lost by 56 
to 101. The measure is the first of 
general character to be passed by the 
house, and in the debate of yesterday 
several members took oceasion to com- 
mend themselves for placing such a 
law at the head of the jist of those 
favored. 

Mr. Nix urged his motion on the 
ground that there had been insufficient 
debate. He claimed many members had 
voted for it without understanding its 
meaning clearly. As to the merits of 
the bill he proffered the objection that 
it places too much tax-levying power 
‘in county boards or ordinaries. He 
averred also that much of the extra 
money which might be raised under 
warrant of the proposed law would be 
wasted on building or improving roads 
for the use of automobiles. He took a 
fling at the “city members” of the 
body. 
' “They came here admitting that 
their counties don’t need to. levy 
heavier road taxes, and vote for this 
bill on the theory that it helps the poor 


little country counties. I think the rural 
i districts are capable of knowing what 


they want and taking care of them- 


selves.” 
John Hill Hall took this occasion to 
make one of his spectacular outbursts.

SOLDIERS’ HOME 
NEEDS CEMETERY 


Legislature Asked to Set Aside 


Suitable Place as Bury- 
ing Ground. 


In the annual report for the year 
ending June 3, 1911, the boarg of trus- 
tees of the Confederate Soldiers’ Home 
recommend to the governor and the 
general assembly that.a suitable place 


on the property of the home be set 
apart as a burial ground for the in- 
mates who die at the insTitution. 

The board points out that there are 
119 acres at the home and suggests 
that a small part of the wooded sec- 
tion lying on the back portion of the 
property be set apart as a cemetery, 
or that a suitable lot be purchased 
from the owners of a nearby cemetery 
and used for this purpose. 

The board renaws its request that 
the law be changed so0 ag to authorize 
the trustees to admit men to the 
home who have resided in Georgia for 
two years before making application 
to enter. The pY¥esent law requires 
that every applicant must show that 
he hes been living in Georgia continu- 
ovsly since 1895. 

The report shows that there are 
thirty acres of land under cultivation 
at the home, and that under the man- 
agement Of an experienced gardener 
there is an abundant supply of vege- 
tables of all kinds. 

The boari thanks the general as- 
sembly for the generous appropria- 
tions made in the past, but urges the 
absolute necessity of an annual ap- 
propriation of not less than $50,000 
per year for the proper care of the 
inmates at the home. 

At the time the report was prepared 
there were 115 veterans in the home.

I cannot, therefore, in justice to my- 
self nor to the state whose credentials have been placed in your hands, un- 
dertake to assume a responsibility nor to wear an honor that belongs to you 
and which you specifically have been asked to take instead of me. Any other 
course on my part would be undignified and unworthy. 


Any other position than that would have been untenable. For 
Senator Terrell to have returned to the senate, at the pleasure and 
good will of his successor, chosen by the legislature which refused 
to return him, would have closely bordered stultification. | 

It was his only course and he has followed it with the same 
broad and manly dignity which has characterized him throughout 
his personal and _ political life. 

His defeat carries with it no occasion for mortification or self- 
reproach. Senator Terrell has given his life to his state and has 
served it well. As legislator, as attorney general, as governor, and, 
finally, as United States senator, he has pursued a dignified, straight- 
forward course, adopting always that policy which mature considera- 
tion told him was for the state’s best interest. As a result, many of 
the best laws upon the statute books of Georgia ‘today bear his 
name or the impress of his mentality. 

-His loss of the senatorship is merely.one of the exigencies of 
politics; it happens today where it might not have happened yes- 
terday or would not tomorrow.

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UNIFORM BANK LAWS A NECESSITY. 


At a recent jont meeting, the national and state bank examiners 
of the New York and northern New Jersey districts recommended 
that the federal comptroller of the currency and state superintend- 
ents of-banks keep close watch on the extent of outstanding liabil- 
ities of credit and collateral’ borrowers. They also recommended 
uniform - regulations, to permit exchange of useful data between 
state and national bank examiners. 

Their contentions are absolutely sound ones. There is no rea- 
son, whatever, why state banks everywhere should not be as stable, 
and as well hedged by safeguards, as national banks. Both hold the 
money of the.people. Both depend upon public confidence, and the 
standing ofithe names-they use in their directorates, to secure and 
retain business. 

Thete should be uniform. banking laws from end to end of. the 
impartiality, Regulations and restrictions around national banks 
are loose enough. But in some states the regulations around private 
banks are such as to positively put a premium upon mushroom 
banking, pyramiding and taking long risks with the money of other 
ou. on a bl ate :

ASKED IN HOUSE 


Summerlin Wants a Highway 
Connecting Chickamauga 
and Fort McPherson. 


A resolution providing that the leg- 
islature shall memorialize congress to 
construct a highway connecting 
Chickamauga Park, the rifle range at 
Waco, Ga., and Fort McPherson, was 


Representative Summerlin, of Haral- 


son county. 

The distance between Chickamauga 
and the rifle range at Waco is about 
90 miles, and the federal government 
has already built a road from Chicka- 
mauga, Ga., to Lafayette, Ga, a dis- 
tance of about 26 miles. The resolu- 
tion states that Rome, Ga., in Floyd 
county, has a road that can be used 
as a part of the proposed highway, do- 
ing away with ten miles of. the expense 
incurred in construction. The distance 
from the Waco range to Fort McPher- 
son “is 52 miles, of which eight miles 
have already been built by the city of 
Atlanta. This leaves only 44 miles to 
be built from the range to the At- 
lanta fort. A total mileage necessary 
to construct a highway connecting the 
three properties would be 98 miles. 

The resolution claims that in trev- 
ersing routes leading to these t)iree 
places, federal soldiers are comp .lled 
to endure all manner of. hardships, and 
that in transferring men and supplies 
from one of these properties to the 
other, the wear and tear on both men 
and equipment are great. 

“It would be to great advantage if 
this highway was built,” said Mr. Sum- 
merlin in introducing the bill, “and 
the benefit derived by the state, fed- 
eral government and troops would be 
greater than is at present imaginable.” 

The resolution asked that the state's 
senators and representatives in con- 
gress be requested to bring this mat- 
ter before the congress of the United 
States at its next session.

Trox Bankston, Smith Leader, 
Wants Brown Back in 
Governorship. 


“Governer Hoke Smith will make a 
fatal mistake in the estimation of his 
friends and supporters in Troup coun- 
ty if he persists in his announced in- 
tention to occupy the gubernatorial 
chair until December and let the state 
go begging for that length of time 
for a junior representative in the up- 
per house of congress,” declared Ed- 
itor W. Trox Bankston, of The West 
Foint News, who passed through At- 
lanta yesterday on his way to Car- 
tersville to attend the annual meeting 
of the Georgia Weekly Press Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Smith has received in all his 
campaigns no warmer support than 
that accorded him by The West Pomt 
News, which is one of the strongest 
and most representative weekly pa- 
pers in the state. Mr. Bankston de- 
clared yesterday that he is still an ar- 
dent admirer and supporter of the 
senator-elect, and that in company 
with his other friends in Troup coun- 


ty, believes that the value of his serv- | 


ices in Washington will be so invalu, 
able that Georgia cannot afford to be 
deprived of them at a time when leg- 
islation of such unusual importance is 
being considered. 

Continuing, Mr. Bankston said: 

“The people of Georgia have plaved 
fair with Mr. Smith, and his friends 
and supporters in Troup county, which 
has never yet failed to be enrolled 
under ‘his banner, feel that he should 
in turn play fair with them. The 
state needs him in the senate worse 
right now than it may again in years, 
while the situation down here ig not 
sich as to warrant his desertion of 
his post in Washington.

doing his duty as he saw it, with the 
courage of his convictions. Certainly, 
in my opinion, there is no doubt about 
how Coweta county will go this time.

Washington, July 14.—For nearly six 
hours today Governor Charles 8S, De- 
neen, of Illinois, underwent cross-ex- 
amination at the hands of counsel for 
Senator Lorimer concerning, the testi- 
mony the governor gave yesterday to 
the senate committee which is investi- 
gating the election of Senator Lorimer. 
It is expecteq tomorrow the governor 
will be cross-examined about events 
on the day Lorimer was elected. 

Nearly every phase of [Illinois poll- 
tics was entered into by Attorney El- 
bridge Hanecy in cross-examination. 
The testimony constitutes a history of 


political alignments in Illinois from 
the time Mr. Deneen was first elected 
state’s attorney for Cook county. * 

Mr. Hanecy sought ‘to show that it 
was Deneen who organized the leBisla- 
tures during his term as governor, and 
not Lorimer, but. Mr. Deneen was cer- 
tain that he himself aid not dictate the 
chairman of committees and that Lort- 
mer had attended a conference “some- 
where,” wherein it was agreed to have 
the minority republicans and democrats 
organize the house which voted for 
Lorimer. 

The Hopkins Vote.

FIGHT FOR WOMEN LAWYERS 


GOES BEFORE THE HOUSE 


No chance will be given general judi- 
ciary committee No. 1 of the house to 
again knife the bill for the admission 
of women to the practice of law in 
Georgia. Different tactics have been 
adopted by the advocates of the meas- 
ure. 

It is now the purpose of the cham- 
pions of women lawyers to take the 
issue before the house direct. The fight 
on the floor will be led, probably, by 
Representative W. I. MacIntyre, of 
Thomas, a lawyer, and an unmarried 
one, too, so it is reported. Mr. MaclIn- 
tyre’s-name is first on a list of signa- 
tures which have been attacheg to a 
strong: minority report which will be 
submitted when the bill comes up in 
the house for a second reading. 

This report will recommend that the 
measure “do pass” as against that of 
the majority of 6 that it “do not pass.”’ 
Then, unless’ the majority consents 
for the house to disagree to their re- 
port, the fight will be on in full force. 
If such an agreement is made the bat- 
tle may be deferred until such time as 
the rules committee. sees fit to set the 
question for special order, or until it 
comes up in regular course. 

Anyway, the fight for the woman 

would-be lawyer has not ended. Speak- 
er Holder is her friend, and that means 
something. Besides, she has some 
other good friends on the floor, and 
they are preparing for the scrap in her 
behalf. Mr. MacIntyre will be assist- 
ed by Representatives Beck, of Brooks; 
Murphy, of Bulloch, and Wohlwender, 
of Muscogee. 
- It is not improbable that the matter 
will come up Monday, as that is the 
day for reading the bill the second 
time and submitting the conflicting 
reports of the judiciary committee. 

Two members who concurreg in that 
report have seen the error of their 
way already and have stated privately 
that they will vote for the bill when 
it comes up for passage. 

Women Fare Better. 
Women fared better at the hauds of 


general judiciary committee No, 2 Fri- 
day afternoon. 

A bill by Mr. Stubbs, representative 
from Putnam, making it legal for fe- 
males to be appointed commercial no- 
taries of the public received the com- 
mittee’s sanction. Some opposed it, but 
on the vote only two voted against it. 

Mr. Westmoreland, representative 
from Fulton, was against it. He 
thought that permitting women to en- 
ter all the professions and occupations 
was bad for them. 

“Woman's strength lies in -the hom- 
age man pays her,” he said, “and when 
they become competitors of men they 
lose that homage. We should open no 
more avenues for her leaving her home, 
where she belongs.” 

Mr. Wimberly, representative from 
Bibb, regretted that women are com- 
pelled to work, but thought that inas- 
much as she has to, men should make 
her way as easy as possible. 

“We should let them earn all they 
can, for they are paid little enough. If 
by permitting them to be notaries will 
throw a few fees the way of some of 
them, I am for the bill.” 

Mr. Merritt, of Greene, stated that 
his view of the measure led him to 
think that it would open the way for 
women holding positions from which 
they are debarred at present.

“If there is'a bank in Georgia that 
cannot afford to employ male clerks it 
should go out of business,” declared 
Mr. Westmoreland. He thought the 
very reason given by Mr. Merritt was 
an argument against the bill. 

“The man who cannot compete with 
women in the occupations and profes- 
sions is a rather poor man,” was the 
view expressed by Representative H., 
S. White, of Screven. He heartily fa- 
vored the measure.

THE ARMS OF GREAT BRITAIN 


London, July 14.—A revised Anglo- 
Japanese treaty was signed in London 
yesterday. The fourth clause corrobo- 
rates the Associated Press forecast 
from Tokio, July 11, in which it was 
said that Great Britain proposed to 
modify the clause providing for mutual 
assistance in the event of war, making 
the provision inapplicable in the event 
that either party to the.alliance was 
fighting a nation with whom the other 
had concluded a general arbitration 
treaty. 


Article of ‘he Anglo-Japanese 
treaty is of special interest to the 
United States. It reads: 

“If by reason of unprovoked attack 
or aggressive action, wherever arising, 
on the part of any other power or pow- 
ers, either contracting party should be 
involved in war in defense of its ter- 
ritorial rights or special interests men- 
tioned in the preamble of this agree- 
ment, the other contracting party will 
at onc® come to the assistance of its 
ally, and will conduct the war in com- 
mon and make peace in mutual! agree- 
ment with it.’ 

This clause made it possible that in 
the event of war between the United

The treaty replaces the treaty of al- 
liance and the preamble states that the 
step is taken because of changes which 
have taken place in the situation since 
the agreement of alliance was signed.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, July 14.—Cotton values 
during the past week have fluctuated 
on a fairly narrow scale, net result be- 
ing a decline of about one-third of a 
cent per pound. Considerable liquida- 
tion was undergone and new short 
lines were reported created. Sentiment 
appears to be decidedly bearish, but 
traders are very cautious in selling. 

The rains of the last few days have 
apparently given general relief to the 
western belt, eliminating the sustain- 
ing feature of the new crop months. At 
times bull operators and spot interests 
rendered sufficient support to check 
the decline. The 
was, by no means, of a runaway kind, 
g00d demand from trade interests and 
spinners purchasing for future delivery 
preventing a sudden break. On the 
other hand, the feeling prevailed that 
the rains have not been sufficient in 
all sections and some cotton was 
bought on prospects for renewed dry 
weather in the southwest. Bull in- 
terests were again credited with buy- 
ing new crop options and traders 
seemed to be convinced that a specula- 
tive long interestis still outstanding in 
these months. Old crop deliveries 
showed more activity quring last week 
than for some time past. It is be- 
lieved that, notwithstanding the recent 
break, sensational features may de- 
velop in these months. Last year's 
bull leaders and spot interests have 
been building up a big line of July and 
August as well as being long of Oc- 
tober and December. 

Spot cotton in all the southern mar- 
kets, while not in goog demand, is very 
scarce. Foreign spinners are rapidly 
taking the local stock of cotton and 
it is much lower than at this time 
last year when it was increasing. 
Spinners have been taking advantage 
of the opportunities to buy cotton at 
prices lower than those prevailing for 
the past few years ang have taken 
considerable October and December 
contracts out of the market as a 
hedge against future requirements. 
Southern operators have been steadily 
selling the new crop months, showing 
their confidence in an éarly and heavy 
movement. New crop cotton is coming 
in at extreme southern points far more 
rapidly than in other years, and traders 
expect a fairly heavy movement by the 
middie of August. Early in the week 
July .notices circulateg causing scat- 
tered liquidation; this has been similar 
with every other July notice day this 
year. Smaller shorts covereq on all 
soft spots in expectation of again 
selling on a rally. 

Exports were not as heavy as for 
the past few weeks, owing mainly to 
the smallness of supply. 

Fall River ang southern mill curtail- 
ment continues to be the heaviest in 
years and the general disposition is to 
increase curtailment rather than to 
reduce it.

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial’ Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, July 14—R. G Dun @& 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade tomor- 
row will say that the prevalence of 
high temperatures throughout the 
country have adversely affected busi- 
ness, notably in retail lines.

Review of the Sugar Market. 

New York, July 14.—The sugar market devel- 
oped unexpected strength during the week, purely 
a result of the flurry in European beets, which 
made a new high record in London. Reports of 
extreme damage by drouth and insects, caused 
sellers of Cuban raws to raise their ideas until 
the equivalent of 4.36 cents duty paid was asked. 
A fair line of sugar was taken at an eighth’ less 
by local buyers, but refiners, as a rule, pursued 
a waiting policy, not caring to unnecessarily ex- 
elte the market. They are provided for present 
meltings, though in view of the heavy contract- 
ing for refined at the 5-eent basmw further purch- 
ases must be made fn some cases. The stock of 
Cubas on the island is now only 213,000 tons, 
and since part of this will be required for home 
consumption, recourse must be had to Javas. It 
is estimated that fully 200,000 tons of the latter 
are needed for the fall melitings, only a few 
cargoes having been so far bought. As a pro- 
tective measure refiners advanced the price of 
standard granulated to 5.15 cents, less 2 per 
cent and, as a rule, went immediately firm, not 
caring for further business. Distributetrs In New 
York, even, are not to inducements, having 
fully a month’s supply contracted for, which, in 
view of the ahsente of a guarantee, is about all 
the chance they care to take. Inasmuch as the 
hot weather has meant a very large consumption, 
to say nothing of the prospects of a good pre- 
serving demaud, refiners look for a satisfactory 
summer campaign, withdrawals being active. Un- 
less all signs fail, this will be a profitable year, 
for the margin over raws has been kept sufficient- 
ly large.

There 
was no collusion and there was no sug- 
gestion looking to anything save the 
best interests of the company and’ the 
creditors. Mr. Latimer, by reason of 
having wound up the old Equitable 
Loan and Security Company, having 
contracts of a similar nature of those 
of the Southern Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, and his familiarity with the de- 
tails of such a corporation, was the 
sole motive that prompted his selection 
as a receiver. No one can nor does 
question the honesty and integrity of 
Mr. Latimer. In fact I quote from the 
petition filed by Messrs. Smith. Ham- 
mond & Smith and P. CC. McDuffie, 
which bill was the basis for the article 
in this morning’s Constitution: 

“*Your petitioners are informed and 
believe that although said’ W. Carroll 
Latimer is a lawyer of good standing 
and integrity in the community, he is 
not legally qualified.’ 

“If the statement that he is a lawyer 
of good standing and integrity is true, 
then there should be no cause for re- 
moving him. There is not in law, so 
far as I am able to find, any legal 
disqualification, even though he had 
Loan and Trust Company. As I un- 
derstand it, receivers for bankrupt 
estates are merely ancillary petition- 
ers and are only for the purpose of 
preserving the estate until a trustee 
can be elected. As Mr. Latimer is hon- 
est, there is no cause for his removal 
and I feel quite certain that when a 
trustee is elected that he will make a

in the fullest measure meet the 
approval of the honorable court that 
appointeg him. 

“From a careful reading of the peti- 
tion it arpears that there is nothing 
therein asked or that could be granted 
at this time that could be of any bene- 
fit to creditors. The creditors would 
have an opportunity in about ten days 
to elect whom they may chose as trus- 
tee and no suits could be brought 
prior to the election of such trustees, 
and if the purpose of the bill filed was 
for the protection of creditors counsel 
would have endeavored to secure the 
election of a trustee, which is purely 
in the hands of the creditors. The fact 
that the creditors can derive no bene- 
fit from the bill as filed would indt- 
cate that the interests of the attorneys 
and not the creditors were under cen- 
sideration. It is shown by the bill 
itself that bankruptcy is necessary and 
inevitable. This being true, the best 
interests of the creditors would be 
subserveq by proceeding under the 
bankruptcy procegdings already filed 
and with as little expense as possible 
and without incurring any other than 
the usual fees for attorneys. It would 
not have been necessary to. make any 
Statement at this time if the facts in 
the bill had been correctly stated. So 
far as the company is concerned its 
defense will be made at the proper 
tame and in the propér court.”
